KWAR  Tunes  In  Campus

“This  is  the  radio  voice 
of  Wartburg  College  in  Wa¬ 
verly,  Iowa,  KWAR  —  89.1 
on  your  FM  dial.” 

Since  its  opening  broad¬ 
cast  on  March  12,  1951,  the 
station  has  been  providing 
both  college  students  and 
area  residents  with  a  wide 
variety  o  f  programs  de¬ 
signed  to  entertain  and  to 
inform. 

Students  Run  KWAR 

Students  operate  every  phase 
of  the  station.  Vernon  Lestrud, 
'  of  the  Wartburg  Speech  De¬ 
partment,  serves  as  adviser. 

Programs  are  planned  and 
produced  by  students  who  have 
shown  a  talent  and  an  interest 
in  radio  work.  At  present  those 
who  are  interested  in  radio 
have  a  choice  of  activity  in 
any  of  the  following  areas:  pro¬ 
gramming,  engineering,  traffic 
and  continuity,  publicity, 
records  and  transcriptions. 
Each  plays  an  important  part 
in  the  station  operation,  which 
is  kept  as  close  to  professional 
standards  as  possible. 

Currently  a  wide  variety  of 
programs  is  aired,  including 
music  (popular,  jazz,  show 
tunes,  mood  music  and  classi¬ 
cal),  educational,  dramatic,  re¬ 
ligious,  news  and  sports.  All 
are  broadcast  at  various  times 
every  week. 

Working  t.o  Improve 

The  management  of  the  sta¬ 
tion  is  continually  on  the  look¬ 
out  for  new  ways  to  expand 
and  improve  the  station.  This 
year  several  irons  are  in  the 
fire,  any  one  of  which  would 
be  of  great  benefit  to  the  sta¬ 
tion’s  listeners. 

Among  these  are  the  addition

of  another  record  service,  be¬ 
coming  a  member  of  a  national 
educational  radio  network  and 
the  installation  of  an  additional 
system  of  broadcasting,  which 
would  make  it  possible  for  the 
station  to  be  heard  in  all 
dormitories.  The  latter  is  con¬ 
sidered  especially  important 
because  of  the  poor  campus 
reception  at  the  present  time. 

KWAR  Still  Growing 

From  its  humble  beginnings 
KWAR  has  grown  to  include 
separate  studios,  control  room, 
record  library  and  office.  The 
program  schedule  has  doubled 


in  length  over  the  years  and 
is  continually  being  developed 
to  add  greater  variety  and 
higher  quality.  Technical 
equipment  is  of  better  quality 
and  general  operating 
practices  are  constantly 
watched  for  areas  needing  im¬ 
provement. 

Like  many  things,  radio  sta¬ 
tions  included,  KWAR  has  a 
slogan  which  it  strives  to  live 
up  to  —  “The  finest  in  college 
radio.”  It’s  a  good  goal,  one 
which  those  who  work  at  the 
station  will  tell  you  is  not 
taken  lightly. 


Chaplaincy  Approved 

Among  recommendations  in 
Dr.  Becker’s  report,  it  was  de¬ 
cided  to  ask  St.  Paul’s  Lutheran 
Church,  Waverly,  to  call  the 
Wartburg  chaplaincy  candidate 
as  a  member  of  its  staff  in 
addition  to  college  duties. 

Admitting  the  need  for 
increased  tuition  at  Wart¬ 
burg,  the  Board  decided  in 
favor  of  Dr.  Becker's  proposal 
to  make  a  separate  charge  of 
$52  per  year  for  necessary 
student  fees,  which  would  be 
in  addition  to  the  present  tui¬ 
tion  sum  of  $500. 

When  other  Iowa  colleges 
have  ratified  a  state  proposal 
to  increase  the  amount  of  down 
payment  made  by  registering 
students  from  $25  to  $50,  V/art- 
burg  will  follow  suit  as  a  result 
of  Board  approval  of  this  plan. 

Cost  Not  Additional 

In  clarification.  Dr.  Becker 
commented  that  this  down  pay¬ 
ment  would  be  applied  as  part 
of  the  regular  payments  now 
made  by  students,  not  as  an 
additional  cost  to  the  student 
if  he  completes  his  registration. 

Warren  Schmidt,  Music  De¬ 
partment,  was  granted  a 
leave  of  absence  for  the 
1959-1960  school  year  to  com¬ 
plete  work  on  his  doctorate 
at  the  University  of  Iowa, 
Iowa  City. 

Exact  date  for  dedication 
ceremonies  of  the  new  Wart¬ 
burg  College  Library  was  left 
to  the  discretion  of  a  college 
committee  to  be  appointed. 
Plans  still  call  for  the  library 
to  be  dedicated  before  the  end 
of  the  current  school  year,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  Becker. 

Chapel  Bids  Coming 

Bids  for  the  new  chajiel- 
auditorium  will  be  received  on 
Nov.  19  as  approved  by  the 
Regents.  Wartburg  will  proceed 
with  the  bid  letting  and  accept 
contracts  even  if  the  approved 
bids  exceed  the  original 
$200,000  grant  by  the  American 
Lutheran  Church. 

Vacant  space  occurring  when 
the  present  college  library  is 
moved  will  immediately  be  re¬ 
modeled  into  classrooms  and 
faculty  offices.
